The 
proposal 
to 
increase 
postal 
revenue by greatly 
increasing 
the 
rales on newspapers does not seem a 
sound one to many citizens. The pub­ 
lic would like to know a little more 
about the post 
office 
department’s 
costs for the different branches of 
service, where the greatest losses oc­ 
cur and where any real profits are 
made. 
It is asserted by some students of 
the problem that the parcel post serv­ 
ice is the place to begin raising rates 
In order to make up deficits and in­ 
crease revenue. 
Newspapers carry intelligence and 
education, 
In small communities and 
rural districts the only daily papers 
are those that are brought in from 
larger centers by postal delivery. 
If 
pontage costs on these papers are to 
be raised to a prohibitive level, thou­ 
sands of families may have to give 
up their subscriptions. 
In that case 
the yearly postal revenue from this 
source would be decreased instead of 
increased. 
The last increase in sec­ 
ond class rates tut down tho use of 
the mails so greatly that a loss of
